We  notice  of  late  that  our  “press” 
correspondents,  in  their  “Bath  items” 
a.s  a  ru  e  neglect  to  show  up  our 
business  advautage.s,  which  all  oilier 
jdaces  do,  which  neglect  favours  a  few 
worthless  person.'-^  here  whose  only 
business  is  to  hunt  up  iliose  who  come 
here  to  look  up  business  iutero.sts,  and 
send  them  away  witli  the  expression 
• ‘Poor  Bath”  on  their  lips,  w'hicli  has 
become  a  by-w’ord  to  outsiders.  We  beg 
to  show  that  we  are  not  poor,  and  that 
the  adjective  'poor”  is  a  misnomer 
wlien  applied  to  Bath.  In  tlie  rirst 
place,  our  public  school  is  not  a  poor 
one,  when  we  invariably  select  the  best 
teachers,  who  turn  out  more  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  higher  grades  than  any 


thn  not  (isliinc  will  no  longer  be 
iillowed  in  any  jiart  of  the  bay.  This 
will  no  doubt  call  for  anotlier  resort 
which  wo  are  told  i.s  contemplated.

Wo  liave  the  roomiest  bass 
or  perch  grounds  in  easy  reacli,  with 
plenty  of  experienced  fishermen  to 
guide  the  strsugers  and  provide  suit¬ 
able  boats.  Wo  have  daily  steamers 
to  all  points  and  railway  conaection 
likewise.  Telegraph  and  telephone 
lines  with  all  outside  placss,  good  air 
pure  water,  and  no  mosquitoes  black 
flies  or  other  jiqets,  no  malaria,  the  best 
of  physicians  and  an  efficient  board  of 
liealth  wlio  keep  every  tiling  in  a  good 
sanitary  condition.  No  epidemic  can 
come  here  to  stay  for  there  is  nothing 
for  it  to  feed  on  and  is  at  once  stamped 
out.

1  have  a  communication  from  one  of 
tlie  w'ealthy  linns  in  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  in 
answer  to  the  questions  if  we  succeed 
in  getting  the  loop  which  would  open 
the  north  part  of  the  country  trade. 
Would  it  be  any  advantage  to  your 
men  of  capital  to  invest  liere  in  pro¬ 
moting  trade  relation  between  here  and 
0.swego.  The  answer  was  favourable, 
but  the  project  failed  then.  Now  that 
we  know  tl  e  cause  let  us  not  lose 
siglit  of  the  next  opportunity  by  en¬ 
couraging  trade.  What  we  need  now 
is  a  canning  factory,  a  seed  house  and 
a  fl  )ur  mill  etc.

HOW  TO  WASH  DISHES 
The  water  cajinot  be  too  hot  for 
your  glasses,  and  no  matter  how 
frail  they  are  they  will  not  break 
In  the  coldest  weather  providing  that 
you  manage  it  rightly.  Heat  ex¬ 
pands,  cold  contractsi  and  the  unequal 
expansion  of  the  outer  and  inner  sur¬ 
faces  of  the  glass  will  cause  a  fracture. 
Thus,  if  you  pour  a  hot  liquid  into  a 
cold  glass  the  inner  surface  expands 
©ore  rapidly  than  the  outer ;  while  if 
you  set  a  cold  glass  in  hot  water  the 
reverse  takes  place— breaking  the  ves¬ 
sel  in  eilhea"  ca.se.  Tber^^.^ore,  dip 
yoor  glasses  into  the  water  sidewise  , 
and  roll  them  around  as  you  do  so  w  ith 
a  quick  twist  of  the  hand  so  that  the 
expansion  is  equal.  Merely  observe 
Ibis  simple  law  of  physics,  and  you 
may  wash  your  glass  with  safety  in 
the  hottest  of  w’ater.  Gl.asses  cannot 
b<'  clean  unless  washed  in  clean  hot 
waicH*:  moreover,  they  should  be 
vvi(K'd  as  soon  as  they  are  taken  out 
of  the  w.iter,  using  a  clean,  dry  towel.

LESSONS  IN  WINTER  WHEAT  CUL- 
.  TURK. 

The  wheat  crop  is  a  matter  of  much 
interest,  as  the.  preparation  of  the 
seedbed  and  time  of  seeding  has  much 
to  do  with  tha  ability  of  the  plant  to 
withstand  the  low  temperatures  of 
winter,  writes  David  P.  Forney.  The 
matter  of  protecting  the  plant  is  of 
first  importance.  A  liberal  amount  of 
snow  is  an  important  factor,  but  there 
is  a  possibility  of  too  n^uch  snow, 
which  may  keep  the  wheat  growing 
and  tender  and  leave  it  in  poor  con¬ 
dition  to  withstand  the  freezing  and 
thawing  of  early  spring.  ,  The  way  to 
counteract  this  ie  to  give  the  fields 
such  protection  as  will  not  disappear 
with  the  snow.  The  most  useful  idea 
to  be  kept  in  mind  is  to  have  your 
wheat  fields,  as  nearly  as  possible,  in 
the  fall,  In  the  condition  they  would 
be  in  if  the  wheat  bad  been  left  to 
die  down  on  them  without  removing 
any  part  of  the  crop,  and  resow  them¬ 
selves.  Nature  shows  the  right  way 
if  we  will  only  follow. 

The  way  to  do  .this  is  just  to  sow 
early,  as  nature  would,  and  therbby 
have  a  heavy  mulch  from  the  strong 
growth  in  the  fall  before  it  freezes. 
Second,  the  proper  nutriment  must  be 
supplied  in  the  soil,  for  plants,  like 
animals,  must  be  fed  or  they  will 
starve.  1  have  seen  during  the  past 
spring  more  than  one  field  of  starved 
wheat.  The  third  and  perhaps  moat 
important  factor  in  the  making  of  a 
crop  is  good  drainage.  Where  there 
is  no  regular  system  of  underdrain¬ 
ing  It  can  often  be  much  assisted  by 
plowing  parallel  with  the  inclination 
of  th(‘  ground,  but  where  ground  Is  na¬ 
turally  too  wet  it  is  wisest  not  to  sow 
wheat  on  it.  Failure  will  always  be 
the  rule.  A  majority  of  the  failures 
are  found  in  wet  fields  and  ihe  man 
who  will  always  sow  clover  with  his 
wheat  will  find  himself  the  gainer  by 
It 


The  best  wheat  undoubtedly  can  be 
raised  by  sowing  it  on  inverted  sod, 
especially  clover  sod,  and  there  are 
some  indications  that  farmers  will  re¬ 
turn  to  this,  which  was  the  custom  of 
our  fathers  in  agriculture.  The  very 
best  way  to  do  this  is  to  cover  the  sod  , 
during  the  fall  or  w'inter  with  the 
manure  directly  from  the  stables 
instead  of  letting  it  rot  in  the  barn¬ 
yard.  Or  if  this  cannot  be.  done,  then 
haul  it  on  the  sod  from  the  yard  as 
earl)  in  spring  as  possible,  spread  it 
evenly  and  then  mow  the  grass  from 
the  field  at  the  regular  time  for  hay, 
and  after  that  plow  the  sod  as  soon 
after  hay  making  as  possible.  This 
will  take  the  "lodge"  out  of  the  man¬ 
ure  and  put  it  into  the  grass,  ju.st 
where  you  want  it#  and  keep  it  out  of 
the  wheat.  In  other  words,  it  will 
prevent  the  lodging  of  the  wheat 
which  is  so  apt  to  follow  the  use  of 
frosb  yard  maiiure  ujxjii  it.  I  am 
convinced  we  are  all  losing  much  by 
letting  our  manure  lie  on  the  yard  all 
summer. 

A  few  words  now  as  to  varieties.  1 
can  look  back  to  two  or  three  distinct 
periods  of  change  on  the  part  of  farm¬ 
ers  from  bearded  to  smooth  varieties, 
and  the  reverse,  during  my  experience, 
and  it  amounts  to  about  this:  When¬ 
ever  bearded  varieties  are  regularly 
sown,  the  wheat  gradually  gets  strong¬ 
er  than  its  enemies,  and  when  smooth 
varieties  are  regularly  sown  the  enem¬ 
ies  gradually  get  stronger  than  the 
wheat,  and  finally  compel  its  aband 
Qument.  We  do  not  as  vet  proba¬ 
bly  understand  the  precise  function  of 
the  awn  or  beard  on  wheat,  but  there

We  do  not  as  yet  proba¬ 
bly  understand  the  precise  function  of 
the  awn  or  beard  on  wheat,  but  there 
is  tic  doubt  that  its  absence  is  a  sign 
of  weakness  in  the  plant. 


the  PEKIN  DUCK. 

Most  farmers  have  a  prejudice 
against  waterfowl,  especially  ducks. 
I'hey  tolerate  geese  because  tbes  birds 
forage  and  live  on  grass  during  the 
summer,  after  tne  goslings  are  start¬ 
ed.  Ducks  will  not  thrive  under  ne¬ 
glect.  They  are  prone  to  wander  and 
get  lost  in  swamps  or  brooks.  They 
have  a  foolish  way  of  dropping  their 
eggs  in  the  water  and  of  following  a 
brook  into  neighboring  farms  unless 
they  bave  suitable  quarters  and 
reive  regular  attention.  It  is  a  good 
deal  of  trouble,  to  look  after  them. 

A  half  starved  duck  will  disixjse  of 
a  large  quantity  of  corn  al  a  single 
feeding.  ai>parently  remembering  the 
past  and  anticipating  the  future.  The 
careless  farmer  will  have  none  of  this 
sort  of  stock.  But  the  duck  has  a 
great  many  qualities  to  commend  it  to 
the  most  careful  man. 

There  are  ten  breeds  of  ducks  rais¬ 
ed  in  this  country— viz.,  the  White  Pe¬ 
kin.  White  Aylesbury,  Rouen,  Black 
Cayuga,  Colored  Muscovy,  White  Mus¬ 
covy,  Gray  Call,  White  Call,  Black  East 
Indian  and  Crested  While.  These  are 
named  in  the  order  of  lopularily.  The 
East  Ijidian  is  a  bantam,  bred  for 
fancy,  and  the  Crested  Whites  is  an 
ornamental  variety. 

'i  be  Whit©  Pekin  leads  for  all  pur- 
jXises.  It  is  valuable  for  raising  on  a 
large  It  is  easily  raised,  but  is 

timid  and  must  be  hamiled  carefully. 

The  Pekin  has  a  distin/t  lytv  and 
differs  from  all  others.  The  leg.s  are 
ser  well  back,  causing  the  bird  toAvalk 
in  an  upright  position.  ‘I’he  fowl  is 
large,  the  flesh  delicate  and  free  from 
grossnesa.  They  are  the  best  table 
duck  and  excellent  layers,  laying  from 
125  to  15J  eggs  in  a  season.  They  be¬ 
gin  laying  about  Januiiry  and  continue 
until  late  in  July  and  again  for  4 
short  time  in  the  fall.  They  are  nou- 
sitiers,  hardy  and  mature  early. 

KEEPING  OFT  SI  llFACE  WATER. 

Where  wells  are  dug  on  sloping 
ground  there  is  always  liability  that 
surface  water  may  find  its  way  into 
the  well  and  carry  in  deleterious  mat¬ 
ter.  In  such  cases  it  is  wise  to  leave 
the  soil  removed  from  the  well  when  it 
is  being  dug  in  the  form  of  a  mould 
about  the  top,  and  to  make  matters 
still  safer,  to  lay  a  tile  drain  around 
from  the  upper  side  to  an  outlet  on 
the  lower  side,  laying  the  tile  all  the 
way  about  the  proposed  opening,  be¬ 
fore.  digging  is  begun.  This  will  keep 
the  well  absolutely  free  from  surface 
water,  which,  as  suggested,  is,  in  many 
cases,  a  positive  source  of  danger. 


A  wide-bcattereu  meteor.

the  branch  be  neglected  the  suit  i,s  re¬ 
jected  ;  if  it  be  accepted,  so  is  the 
suitor. 

At  the  time  of  the  mirriage  the 
bridegroom  sends  i<re.sents  to  hisbriile 
as  cost.y  a.s  his  means  will  allow,  which 
she  immediately  offers  to  her  parents 
in  acknowledgment  of  (heir  kindness 
in  infancy  and  of  the  pains  bestowed 
upon  hc-r  education. 

The  wedding  takes  place  in  the  even¬ 
ing.  The  bride  is  dressed  in  a  long, 
while  ^jlk  "kimono"  and  white  veil, 
and  she  and  bor  future  husband  sit 
facing  each  other  on  the  floor. 

Two  tables  are  placed  close  hy ;  on 
the  i.ne  i.s  a  kettle  with  two  spouts,  a 
bottle  of  sake  laid  sups;  on  the  other 
table  a  miniature  fir  tree— signifying 
the  strength  of  t  be  bridegroom  ;  a  plum 
tree — signifying  the  beauty  of  the 
bride;  and,  lastly,  a  stork  standing  on 
a  tortoise. — representing  long  life  and 
bat>pines8,  desired  by  both  of  them. 

At  the  marriage  fea.st,  each  guest 
in  turn  drinks  three  cups  of  the  sake, 
and  the  two-spouted  kettle,  also  con¬ 
taining  sake,  is  put  to  the  mouths  of 
the  bride  and  bridegroom,  alternately 
l)y  tw'o  attendants,  signifying  that  they 
nr©  to'shrire  together  joys  nnd  sorrows, 
The  bride  keeps  her  veil  all  her  life, 
and  at  her  death  it  Is  buried  with  her 
as  her’  shroud. 

The  chief  duty  of  a  Japanese  woman 
all  her  [if©  is  obedience— while  unmar¬ 
ried  to  her  parents;  when  married,  to 
her  husband  and  his  parents:  when  wi¬ 
dowed,  to  her  son.

THE  ODOR  OF  RAIN.

THE  HYGIENE  OF  SUNSHINK 

Muay  pBople,  from  choice  or  neeee- 
ilty,  are  confined  within  doon  almost 
eooetantlj.  Little  sunshine  ever 
reaches  them,  and  the  air  they  breathe 
is  heavy-laden  with  all  kinds  of  iao- 
purities.  The  effect  of  such  awr^ 
roundings  is  shown  in  drooping  pos¬ 
ture,  pale  countenance,  and  irritable 
dispositions.  This  result  Is  inevitable. 
Plants  grown  in  the  shade  are  not  the 
hardiest.  However,  there  are  some 
forms  of  life  that  flourish  best  in 
places  from  which  sunlight  is  exclud¬ 
ed.  They  are  usually  designated  as 
germs  or  microbes.  Every  individual 
who  shuts  himself  away  from  sun¬ 
shine  subjects  himself  to  inroads  of 
these  microscopic  entities  which  have 
become  the  plague  of  mankind. 
Many  have  manufactured  dens  for 
them  to  multiply  in,  and,  not  content 
with  that,  have  shut  themselves  up  in 
these  same  dens.  What  could  we 
expect  but  that  germs  would  seize  up¬ 
on  such  a  race  f  Their  number  is  leg¬ 
ion,  and  their  variety  is  great. 

Tubercular  bacilli  can  find  no  better 
soil  than  the  lung,  tissue  of  those  who 
dwell  in  the  shade.  This  disease  is 
becoming  porevalent,  because  we  are 
living  an  unnatural  life.  It  is  unna¬ 
tural  because  it  is  shut  away  from  na¬ 
ture.  Jt  is  confined  within  walls  of 
man’s  building,  and  devoted  largely  to 
pursuits  which  do  not  lead  to  commun¬ 
ion  with  nature.  Many  people  seek 
false  remedies  to  restore  their  health, 
thinking  that  some  decoction  will 
work  a  miraculous  change,  but  it  is 
of  no  avail. 

Some  have  suggested  laws  for  the 
control  of  disease  by  preventing  in¬ 
fection,  but  the  laws  of  this  kind  come 
no  nearei  preventing  disease  than 
laws  against  murder  prevent  killing. 
Both  axe  good,  but  it  is  often  neces¬ 
sary  to  practice  self-defence  notwith¬ 
standing  the  law.  Is  there  a  mode  of 
defence  against  disease?  Is  there  no 
way  to  prevent  infection  but  by  the 
laws  on  the  statute  books;  or  when 
infection  has  taken  place  to  become 
disinfected?  The  natural  way  is  to 
give  every  ray  of  sunlight  abundant 
opportunity  to  reach  these  intruding 
germs  and  they  will  become  the  sick¬ 
ly  ones,  while  their  victims  grow 
strong  and  ruddy.  Dark  rooms  are 
unfit  to  live  in.  It  is  said  that  pati¬ 
ents  on  the  sunny  side  of  hospitals  re¬ 
cover  more  quickly  than  their  shaded 
companions. 

In  many  houses  the  window  space 
sh'^uld  be  enlarged,  while  in  others  the 
window  draperies  should  be  removed 
and  burned  up  as  the  only  way  of  de¬ 
stroying  germs  harboring  In  them. 
A  room  into  which  the  sun  seldom 
shines  is  to  be  shunned  as  the  “bold  of 
every  unclean  and  hateful  germ."  It 
is  time  for  every  lover  of  health  to 
arise  in  strength,  and  refuse  to  be 
longer  fettered  by  chains  of  darkness 
and  consequently  disease.  Open  the 
doors  and  windows;  go  forth  under  the 
open  «ky,  where  nature  may  smile  up¬ 
on  you,  and  microbes,  together  with 
their  evil  effects,  will  disappear,  as 
dew  before  the  morning  sun. 

If  your  hair  is  light  it  should  be 
washed  often  and  dried  in  the  sun— 
this  will  give  it  a  golden  gleam.  Dark 
hair  should  be  washed,  dried  in  the 
air  and  shade,  and  then  sunned,  oth¬ 
erwise  it  w’ill  fade  in  streaks.  This 
is  a  bint  to  girls  who  take  their  ocean 
dip  and  dry  the  salt  water  in  their 
hair.

Ancient  cities  that  have  been 
told  in  story  will  be  drowned  out  byj 
the  waters,  but  5,000,000  people  will 
be  furnished  water.  Tbe  first  of  thesd 
reservoirs  is  noV  being  built  near  As* 
souan,  and  another  is  being  construct¬ 
ed  200  miles  lower  down  the  Nile.  At 
Assouan  a  granite  viaduct  150  feet  high! 
will  surmount  tbe  work  when  complete 
ed.  A  granite  trench  100  feet  deep  b|| 
100  wide,  and  mile  long,  is  being  blas^ 
ed  out  of  tbe  huge  wall  of  cyclopeaqj 
n^soinry.  This  dike  will  be  pierced  bK 
180  openings,  every  one  provided  witq 
sluices  similar  to  those  now  being  tihf 
ted  to  the  Clyde  at  Glaagow.  ,1 

DIKKS  AND  SLUICES.  * 

This  wonderful  wall  will  stem  thk 
Nile's  highest  flood,  and  hold  up  tbs 
wa^er  off  "high  Nile,"  w^ose  summeu 
level  will  extend  back  140  miles  intq 
Nubia.  All  Ibis  great,  almost  super- 
^  human  undertaking  has  been  curried 
on  thus  fur  in  the  past  winter  ana 
spring  by  the  energy  ot  Messrs.  John 
Aird  &.  Co.,  ihe  contractors  for  the  en¬ 
tire  reservoir  scheme,  which  will  dou'^ 
ble  the  cultivable  laud  ot  Egypt  wbeA 
fully  completed.  When  »o  much  hag 
been  done  in  a  few  inuntbs  we  cannott 
doubt  but  .the  whole  will  be  at  full 
work  within  the  allotted  five  years; 
No  money  need  be  paid  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Egypt  until  the  twxi  reservoir* 
are  finished  and  the  Nile  "held  up" 
feet  above  its  present  level,  at  abd 
Philae  dam,  and  many  feet  above  ihd 
whole  Nile  w’idth  at  tbe  supplemental 
water  storage  at  A>8  out.  All  this  and 
several  new  navigable  canals  will  b* 
provided.  The  cataracts  now  impede 
navigation  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
year;  they  will  disappear.  Instead 
there  will  bo  a  canal  and  four  locks, 
200  feel  long  by  31)  feet  wide,  giving 
!  constant  passage  for  traffic  up  and 
I  down  the  Nile.

FATAL  AGE  OF  THIRTY-SEVEN. 

nnny  of  WorldV  4>reuleitt  Meu  Hare  Snr* 
CBtiibed  When  Only  Thnt  .4se. 

The  age  of  37  is  a  particularly  fatal 
age.  An  examination  of  the  reports 
of  the  United  States  government 
shows  that  more  people  die  at  that 
age  than  any  other  after  attaining 
their  majority.  It  is  also  ascertained 
that  more  miefortunes  overtake  per¬ 
sons^  at  that  age  than  at  any  other 
time  in  their  lives,  and  that  few  for¬ 
tunate  events  befall  them. 

An  examination  of  bisiory  develOi>e 
the  same  thing-  At  the  age  of  37  a 
great  sorrow  befell  Aristotle,  the  death 
of  Plato,  hie  friend  and  teacher,  with 
whom  he  had  studied  for  nearly  twen¬ 
ty  years.  This  sorrow  plainly  show¬ 
ed  its  effects  upon  bis  future  life,  and 
to  it  may  be  attributed  the  sad  tone 
of  his  later  writings. 

It  was  at  the  age  of  37  that  Lord 
Byron  died  of  fever  at  Greece.  As 
Lord  Beaconsfield  says,  he  was  "great¬ 
er  as  a  man  than  as  a  writer,  and  his 
loss  to  the  world  was  a  great  blow  to 
it.” 

Baphael,  the  glory  of  ItaTian  art, 
died  at  37.  He  fell  sick  a  week  before 
bis  birthday  of  cold  and  fever,  and 
died  on  that  day.  Good  Friday.  In  him 
the  world  lost  one  .  of  it«  greatest 
artists. 

In  music,  like  art  and  poetry,  Eng¬ 
land  lost  her  greatest  composers  at  the 
age  of  37.  Purcell,  the  most  distin¬ 
guished  musician  Britain  prodilC<d, 
died  within  a  few  days  after  attain¬ 
ing  his  37tb  year.  The  regard  in  which 
be  was  held  m  England  placed  him  on 
a  par  with  Milton  in  opic-poetry,  with 
Shakespeare  on  the  stage.  L*ocke  in 
metaphysics  and  Sir  Isaac  Newton  in 
philosophy  ond  mathematics. 

It  was  at  the  age  of  37,  too,  that 
England  lost  a  military  genius  that 
she  regarded  as  of  the  highest  rank 
and  promise.  Prince  Henry  of  Bat- 
tenburg  died  of  fever  in  Ashantee  in 
that  year  of  his  life. 

Pascal,  too,  died  at  37,  but  why  seek 
more  illustrations?  These  are  suffi¬ 
cient  to  illustrate  the  fatality  of  the 
age  among  geniuses.  Where  death 
failed  misfortune  often  befell.

Sometimes  the  sheets  are  too  cold,  and 
a  rubber  bag  filledi  with  hot  water  to 
warm  the  bed  would  prevent  the  loss 
of  heat  from  the  weakened  body.  A 
cup  of  coffee,  if  it  agrees,  strengthens 
the  pulse.  As  much  as  can  be  digest¬ 
ed  of  cream,  butter,  marrow  and  fat 
are  often  useful.'  Gelatine  in  boiled 
shanks  of  beef  is  good  in  soup  with 
cayenne  pepper. 

Many  old  persons  starve  partially 
because  they  cannot  chew,  or  feel  too 
weak  to  chew  their  food,  which  cannot 
digest  as  well  as  before.  See  that 
your  grandfather  gets  some  good  nour¬ 
ishment  at  every  meal,  of  a  kind  be 
can  digest,  and  a  cup  of  gruel  or  hot 
milk  and  breod,  or  something  com¬ 
forting  before  retiring  if  be  stays  up 
until  ten  at  night.  If  ho  goes  early 
to  bed  be  should  get  some  nourish¬ 
ment  early  in  the  morning.  Old  peo¬ 
ple  often  wake  at  four.  Young  peo¬ 
ple  may  not  have  any  idea  how  a 
weak  pulsed  person  feels,  who  wakes 
early  and  must  wait  to  a  certain  hour 
for  breakfast.  A  cup  of  coffee  or  tea 
on  rising  or  regularly  at  six  in  the 
morning,  will  enable  an  old  man  to 
enjoy  the  freshest  Hburs  of  the  day, 
instead  of  enduring  them. 

VENTILATION  OF  ROOMS. 

An  authority  on  sanitation  points  out 
<bat  high  ceilings  are  not  necessary 
in  order  to  have  rooms  well  ventilat¬ 
ed.  Small  rooms,  where  the  air  is 
frequently  changed,  are  more  health¬ 
ful  than  high,  spacious  apartments  in 
which  the  air  remuins  stationary. 
Transoms  over  bedroom  doors  arc  al¬ 
most  a  necessity  in  rooms  with  only 
one  windowi  "It  is  a  curious  fact," 
says  the  authority,  "that  in  the  bed¬ 
room,  where  a  third  of  one/s  life  is 
spent,  there  is  usually  the  least  care 
exercised  concerning  the  air  supply. 
A  person  of  average  Intelligence  will  sit 
in  a  bedroom  throughout  nn  evening, 
the  oxygen  being  consumed  by  two  or 
three  gas  jets,  and  then  calmly  lie 
‘^own  for  the  night  in  the  same  room, 
with  the  door  closed,  and  the  window, 
perhaps,  lowered  two  or  three  inches 
from  the  top  as  a  pretense  at  venti¬ 
lation/'

There  will  be  111  arches 
openiixgs,  each  15  feet  wide,  all  pro¬ 
vided  with  ordinary  sluices,  always 
open  below  to  allow  the  muddy  Nil® 
water  free  vent,  for  filtered  watej

More  calls  have 
come  to  us  for  goods  since  the  Jubilee 
from  the  fact  that  we  are  better  known 
DOW  than  before,  and  it  is  on  that 
acccount  that  we  believe,  not  only 
fiom  its  purely  national  side  but  from 
its  commercial  side,  that  itns  a  mat¬ 
ter  if  importance  to  us  that  we  should 
make  ourselves  known  in  Great  Britain 
and  if  1  can  say  from  what  I  have 
seen,  and  what  we  have  learned,  that 
so  long  as  we  send  off  our  best  to  the 
British  market  and  send  it  promptly

ITXnUSINESSLIKE  METHODS. 

The  supreme  importance  of  taking 
to  heart  the  lesson  suggested  in  the 
cloaing  words  of  the  above  quotation 
is  emphasised  by  reports)  which  have 
come  to  hand  this  week  from  Canada’s 
commercial  representatives  in  other 
parts  of  the  Empire.  Mr.  Thoma 
Moffatt,  Canadian  agentat  Cape  Town, 
send.s  an  encouraging  report  of  the 
growing  possibilities  of  the  South 
African  market  for  the  products  of  the 
Dominion.  "Thevalueof  goods.”  he 
says,  "entered  at  Cape  Colony  from 
Canada  during  the  past  year,  shows  a 
substantial  increase  over  the  previous 
year,  this  in  the  face  of  the  fact  that 
the  Canadian  manufacturers  and  ex¬ 
porters  have  not  taken  full  advantage 
of  the  expansiveoess  of  the  market. 
Complaints  have  recently  been  made 
by  I  arties  trading  with  Canada  of 
defective  packing,  resulting  in  broken 
furniture  and  damaged  goods,  as  algo 
of  confusion  resulting  from  shipping 
in  unnumbered  cases.” 

IN  AUSTRALIA  ALSO. 

Our  representative  in  Australia,  Mr. 
Commissioner  Larke,  writes  from 
Sydney  in  a  similiar  strain  declaring 
that  Canadian  manufacturers  and 
exporters  are  neglecting  their  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  the  Australian  market. 
He  alleges  that  orders  are  not  promptly 
lilled  and  in  some  cases  not  even  ack¬ 
nowledged,  that  packing  cases  are  de¬ 
fective  and  their  contents  not  marked 
upon  them,  that  invoices  are  made  out 
at  prices  in  advance  of  those  quoted  in 
the  first  instance.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  point  out  that  this  style  of  doing 
business  does  not  make  for  increasing 
trade,  but  with  square  dealng,  ener¬ 
getic  application  and  close  attention  to 
details,  giving  every  consideration  to 
the  particular  requirements  of  the 
market,  vast  and  growing  opportuni¬ 
ties  exist  for  developing  the  commerce 
of  Canada  with  the  Antipodes. 

TllKEE  OF  A  KIND. 

Even  more  emphatic  are  the  observa¬ 
tions  of  the  Dominion  representative  in 
the  West  Indies,  who  expresses  aaton- 
i.shmeut  that  so  little  interest  is 
mIiowu  by  Canada  in  the  opportunities 
offeretl  in  that  market.  The  general 
com]ilaint,  be  says,  is  that  Canadian 
exporters  will  not  accept  any  sugges¬ 
tions  but  refuse  to  adapt  themselves 


public  education  and  the  press  and 
sociery's  conventions  ;  while  all  these 
have  as  a  collaeeral  effect  of  their 
operation  and  agency  the  prevention 
of  these  above  mentioned  deplorable 
conditions,  still  that  is  not  their 
specially-dekDed  aim  and  purpose,  nor 
is  it  their  result  and  effect,  (as  far  as 
should  be  desired.) 

(For  is  it  not  a  fact  that  large  and 
increasing  sums  have  to  be  spent 
yearly  in  the  ministrative  and  regula¬ 
tive  care  attention  and  tendance 
demanded  by  the  bad  conditions 
Under  dlscu  sion  V) 

In  brief,  until  the  people  as  a  whole 
lesolve  themselves  into  a  committee  to 
discuss  and  initiate  the  best  modes  of 
such  prevention,  such  modes  and  steps 
will  not  be  entered  or  acted  upon,  or 
thought  of  specially.  For  in  these 
days,  if  people  wish  to  get  anything 
done,*  they  must  plan  specially  for  it, 
and  go  and  work  to  get  it  done. 

Now,  if  the  ordinary  man  were 
asked  what  should  be  done  to  pi  event 
those  bad  conditions,  (above  spoken 
of,)  at  their  inception  or  beginning, 
that  is,  in  the  youth  of  the  human 
being  ;  he  would  probably  say  :  let 
the  youthful  child  have  (or  get) 
health,  rightness,  correctness,  vigor, 
both  of  mind  of  moral  nature  of  body 
and  of  spirit.  ^Tben  let  all  the  in¬ 
fluences  surrounding  him  (both  per¬ 
sonal  social  and  legislative  and  phy¬ 
sical,)  be  such  as  to  conserve  and 
improve  this  proper  state  and  con¬ 
dition,  and  also  such  as  to  do  noth¬ 
ing  to  derogate  and  degrade  from 
this  proper  state  and  condition. 

In  connection  with  the  details  of 
such  a  good  plan,  a  friend  of  mine 
has  made  what  will  be  seen  to  be  a 
good  suggestion.  You  remember  some 
years  ago  the  government  sent  some 
expert  buUer-makers  through  the 
country  to  show  practically  the  best 
modei  of  producing  butter;  also 
the  general  improvement  in  butter- 
making  that  was  the  result  of  that 
practical  teaching.  Now  let  a  person 
be  selected  who  knows  thoroughly 
the  science  and  art  of  preparing  and 
cooking  bygienically  foods  of  all 
kinds,  for  all  ages  (infancy  childhood 
youth  etc.,)  and  classes  and  sexes  : 
and  let  him  go  about  and  teach  this 
pracHcally  (by  actual  objtct-lossons.) 

True,  we  have  journals  cf  health 
and  also  hygienic  hints  in  all  our 
good  family  newspapers.  But,  com¬ 
paratively  few  people  read  them. 
But  a  practical  exhibitary  teaching 
(object  le&sous)  would  bo  a  vast  pop¬ 
ular  elevator  or  lifter  out  of  the  ruts 
of  false  and  bad  modes  of  cooking 
and  eating,  lliat  bring  sucli  massive 
evii-i  in  their  train.

THREE  OF  A  KIND. 

Even  more  emphatic  are  the  observa¬ 
tions  of  the  Dominion  representative  in 
the  West  Indies,  who  expresses  aston- 
i.shment  that  so  little  interest  is 
shown  by  Canada  in  the  opportunities 
offered  in  that  market.  The  general 
complaint,  be  says,  is  that  Canadian 
exporters  will  not  accept  any  sugges¬ 
tions  but  refuse  to  adapt  th<^ic.8elves 
to  local  requirements ;  as  for  xaraplo 
in  the  matter  of  Hour  which  the  Ja- 
maic  merchants  desire  to  have  put  up  in 
barrels  of  oak  staves.  An  instance  is 
piven  also  of  a  shipment  of  seven  tons 
of  creamery  butter,  packed  in  tins 
w'hich  were  not  hermetically  sealed  ; 
the  re.sult  was  that  more  tliau  half  the 
butter  was  gone  when  the  consignment 
reached  port,  and  the  balance  was  un¬ 
lit  for  food. 

All  this  is  endorsed  by  Mr.  de  Jonge 
w'ho  was  at  Ottawa  early  in  the  sum¬ 
mer.  as  one  of  an  official  delegation  to 
Canada  and  the  States.  Ou  his  return 
home  he  told  a  local  interviewer  that 
he  liad  pointed  out  to  Canadians  that 
they  had  not  yet  bad  the  experience  of 
ihe  United  States — that  they  had  not 
yet  learned  how  to  put  up  goods  for 
the  ^ropics  as  well  as  the  republic. 
It  w’as  hardly  fair  to  expect  the  indi¬ 
vidual  merchant  to  pay  for  such  ex- 
perieuce,  added  Mr.  de  Jonge,  and 
therefore  it  was  fairly  within  the 
sphere  of  the  government  to  pay  cer¬ 
tain  amounts  by  the  way  of  premiums 
in  order  that  experiments  in  packing 
etc.  might  be  made.  Unless  that  were 
done  the  development  of  Canadian 
trade  with  the  W^t  Indies  would  be 
a  very  tedious  affair.  “Merchants 
here"  he  added,  “ffnd  that  flour,  cheese, 
butter  and  sirailiar  articles  imported 
from  Canada  are  not  pack^^  in  the 
same  perfect  manner  that  tn&  Ameri¬ 
cans  manage  to  put  things  up  to 
stand  against  the  influence  of  the 
climate.

Sii, — It  is  said  that  what  is  every¬ 
body’s  business  is  nobody’s  business.

And  yet  this  very  prevention  is 
everybody’s  business,  because  the  pro¬ 
vince  as  a  whole  mast  and  does  pay 
the  expense  of  these  unprevented  con¬ 
ditions.  It  is  true  that  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  justice  has  a  certain 
collateral  and  accidental  effect  in  the 
prevention  of  these.  But  that  is  not 
its  special  aim  and  purpose,  nor  its 
large  and  definite  and  scientifically 
operated  purpose. 

It  is  true  that  the  moral  and  salva- 
tory  influences  of  religion  and  of  the 
churches,  also  have  this  as  a  oollateral 
effect  of  their  operation  ;  but  again, 
this  is  not  their  special  object,  nor  is 
it  always  or  necessarily  their  result.

While  my  man  attended  to  aome  camp 
duties,  I  shouldered  my  rifle  ^ad  walked 
up  the  ravine  where  1  had  ahot  the  aui- 
which  the  wolves  had  stopped  to  de¬ 
tour.  On  arriving  there  a  strange  sight 
met  the  eye.  The  fresh  bones  of  at  least 
half  a  docen  animals  were  scattered  all 
around,  and  the.earth  was  tom  up  as  if  a 
desperate  struggle  had  uken  place, 
Krary  particle  of  meat  waa  devoured  and 
only  occasionally  a  tuft  of  hair  waa  scat¬ 
tered  on  the  blood  atalned  ground. 

1  examined  the  hair  carefully  and 
found  that  some  of  it  was  that  of  a  wob 
verine,  and  it  was  this  animal  that  had 
been  crouching  on  the  rock  when  I  shot. 
I  followed  up  the  track  of  the  wolves, 
and,  as  near  as  1  could  count  in  the  wet 
sand,  -there  must  have  been  eight  or  ten 
still  left.  1  kept  eyes  and  ears  open,  ox- 
pectiug  every  moment  to  see  some  of  the 
slinkiug  creatures,  for  1  did  not  thiak 
they  would  go  very  far  from  where  th.ey 
bad  bad  such  a  rarenous  feast.  They 
took  to  the  ledges,  and  1  now  thought 
they  must  have  gone  back  the  way  they 
bad  come,  and  accordingly  climbed  up 
that  side  of  ravine.  I  was  quite  tired 
wheu  I  got  to  the  top  and  sat  down  on 
a  large  bowlder  to  examine  the  surroand* 
ing  country. 

1  could  not  see  a  living  creature  la  any 
dii*ection.  I  sat  there  for  about  half  au 
hour  and  was  cootemplating  a  return  to 
camp  when  I  heard  on  the  opposite  side, 
of  the  canyon  a  number  of  sharp,  quick 
barks  or  yelps.  1  looked  In  the  direction 
of  the  sound,  but  could  not  see  a  thing. 
Presently  I  discovered  two  sheep  coming 
down  the  mountain,  and  about  ten  yards 
behind  them  five  wolves.  The  pursuers 
seemed  to  be  gaiDiug  on  their  prey  when 
they  reached  the  cliffs;  but  the  sheep 
plunged  down,  down,  until  they  reached 
a  wide  shelf,  and  here  immediately  they 
turned  around,  and  with  beads  to  the 
enemy  waited  the  onslaught.  The  wolves 
came  on,  barking  at  every  bound 
springing  from  ledge  to  ledge. 

The  sheep  stood  perfectly  motionless. 
The  foremost  wolf  gained  the  shelf. 
Quick  ss  a  flash  the  sheep  struck  him 
and  burled  him  off  the  cliff  down  to  the 
depths  below.  The  other  four  came  dash* 
ing  on.  As  they  stepped  on  the  fatal 
h'^lge  each  one  was  sent  tbuoderiDg  down 
in  the  same  way.  I  was  spellbound  for 
a  few  minutes.  1  would  have  given  al¬ 
most  anything  1  possessed  for  a  picture 
of  the  scene.  The  sheep  walked  leisurely 
to  the  edge  of  the  precipice  and  looked 
over,  then  gazed  around  on  every  side 
and  leisurely  walked  back  and  lay  down. 
1  could  easily  have  killed  both  of  these 
sheep,  but  I  felt  so  proud  of  them  that 
I  would  almost  have  sent  a  ahot  at  any 
man  who  would  molest  them. 

1  am  told  on  good  authority  that  a 
large  ram  will  defend  the  whole  flock 
against  any  llTtug  animal  that  would 
give  battle  on  th<Ir  own  grounds.  1  could 
not  believe  this  until  I  saw  what  I  have 
described.  Hut  now  1  am  convinced  that 
a  harmless  looking  shc^p  can  make  as 
fierce  a  fight  aa  any  animal  1  ever  saw 
when  called  on  to  defend  hU  own  rights, 
and  so  quick  and  effective  are  his  blows 
that  nothing  can  withstand  him. 

I  walked  down  the  ravine  to  where  the 
wolves  had  been  thrown  over,  and  eaw 
the  mangled  forma  of  three  of  them  at 
the  bottom.  The  other  two  had  caught 
on  the  lower  ledge  and  were  also  shatter* 
ed  to  pieces  on  the  sharp  rocks.*— Forest 
and  Stream. 


Soap  Spoils  Beer. 

“Do  you  know  that  11,000,000  worth  of 
beor  could  be  utterly  spoiled  by  twe 
ounces  of  soap?”  said  a  Madison  avenue 
saloonist  to  a  reporter.  “Weli,  1^  a  fact. 

A  little  pellet  of  soap — any  kind  of  soap- 
dropped  into  a  cask  containing  bundreda 
of  gallons  would  knock  the  life  out  of  it 
quicker  than  yon  could  say  Jack  Robing 
aoQ.  The  lye  and  the  grease  lu  the  soap 
simply  stops  the  fermentation  of  the 
beer,  and  it  loses  its  effervescence  at 
once.  Some  years  ago  a  prominent  brew¬ 
ing  company  of  this  town  had  10,000  gal¬ 
lons  of  a  particularly  fine  brew  stored  in 
Us  cellars.

Holden  described  in  detail  bia  acheme 
to  hold  up  Ledger-keeper  Durand  and 
get  his  combination  from  him.  The 
ropes  and  gags  that  Carter  Lafferty 
found  were  ^  have  been  used  for  this 
purpose.  Other  echemea  were  also 
proposed  and  fell  through.

IN  PONTON  S  RoOMS. 

Here  liolden  gave  some  circumstan¬ 
tial  detail  about  the  furnishings  of 
Ponton's  rooms,  intended  to  show  the 
jury  that  he  knew  the  place  intimate¬ 
ly.  The  affair  dragged  on  until  Pare 
informed  him  that  manager  Baines  bad 
gone  away  and  that  the  combination 
was  available.  Two  or  three  attempts 
miscarried  because  people  were  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  bank,  and  finally  Pare 
got  into  the  bank,  got  the  combination 
and  found  everything  left  in  shape 
for  him'  by  Ponton.  On  this  occasion 
Pare  took  away  a  few  cartridges  of 
coppers.  They  were  arrested  next 
day  by  the  Napanee  Chief  of  Police, 
and  the  coppers  were  found  on  Pa,re. 
They  were  kept  in  jail  a  few  days 
and  then  iet  go  with  a  caution  to  get 
out  of  town.  I.  I 

THE  KEYS  IN  THE  JAIL. 
While  in  jail  Pare  had  two  keys  in 
his  possession,  a  combination  key  and 
the  key  to  Mapager  Baines'  compart¬ 
ments 'in  the  safe.  This  was  shortly 
before  the  robbery. 

Pare  informed  the  witness  that 
Ponton  had  told  him  that  among 
other  things  in  the  vault  were  $10,- 
COO  in  bonds  and  $2,U0J  in  gold  in  Man¬ 
ager  Baines'  cumparimeut. 

THE  ROBBERY. 

Holden  then  told  the  jury  how  the 
vault  was  cracked.  It  was  on  the 
night  o£  August  27th  that  he,  Mackie 
and  Pare  went  to  Ponton's  room 
They  waited  there  from  9.30  p.m.,  lo 
midnight,  and  th|n  entered  the  bank 
through  the^eaf.  Ponton  remained 
in  his  room  while  Pare  and  Holden 
cracked  the  safe  and  stowed  away 
the  swag.  Mackie  stood  outside  with 
a  telegraph  string  to  warn  them  of 
danger.  Holden  incidentally  took  the 
wax  out  of  the  old  hole  ini  the  vault 
and  tightened  it  up  to  make  it  look 
decent.  Pare  twisted  the  lock  on 
Ponton's  compartment  to  make  it 
look  as  if  it  bad  been  forced.  They 
all  went  back  to  Ponton’s  room  and 
divided  the  swag. 

PONTON’S  SHARE. 

A  bundle  of  $5,000  waa  set  aside  for 
Ponton  and  a  supplementary  bun¬ 
dle  of  $5,000  in  unsigned  noieu.  Hol¬ 
den  advised  Ponton  to  plant  bis 
money,  so  thit  when  searched  it 
would  not  be  found  on  him,  or  in 
hU  ai^nments.  That  very  night  he 
and  Pare  buried  Ponton’s  swag  at 
the  first  half  mile  post  east  of  the 
Napanee  station,  and  in  the  fence 
they  carved  the  initials  G.T.R.,  so  he 
could  find  it  when  the  right  lime 
came.

The  Minister  also  calls  at¬ 
tention  to  the  fuel  that  the  health  of 
the  prisoner  is  seiiously  compromised, 
uud  that  he  would  not  be  ab'e  without 
great  danger  to  undergo  prolonged 
detention. 

The  reiiort  of  the  War  Minister  con¬ 
cludes  thus ; — 

The  Government  w.ll  not  have  met 
the  wishes  t>f  the  country,  which  de¬ 
sires  pacification,  if  it  does  not  hast¬ 
en  to  efface  all  traces  of  the  painful 
conflict.  It  belongs  to  you,  M.  le 
President,  by  an  act  ol  lofty  huiaun- 
ity,  to  give  the  first  pledge  of  the 
appeasement,  wheh  opinion  de- 
mauiis,  and  the  good  of  the  Republic 
commands. 

ORDER  TO  THE  ARMY'. 

The  Mnisler  of  War,  General  the 
Marquis  de  Gallifet,  has  addressed  the 
following  order  to  the  corns  com¬ 
manders: —

X  u.sk  you,  and,  if  it 
were  necessary,  1  should  command 
you,  to  forget  the  past  in  order  that 
you  can  think  solely  of  the  future. 
With  you  and  all  my>  comrades  I  pro¬ 
claim  vive  Parmee,  which  belongs  to 
no  other  party  but  to  Franco  alone- 
(Signed)  Gallifet.

PONTON’S  SHARE. 

A  bundle  of  95,00Q  was  set  aside  for 
Ponton  and  a  supplementary  bun¬ 
dle  of  9^,000  in  unsigned  notes.  Hol¬ 
den  advised  Ponton  to  plant  bis 
money,  eo  that  when  searched  It 
would  not  be  found]  on  him,  or  in 
hU  apartments.  ^Tbat  very  night  he 
and  Pare  buried  Ponton’s  swag  at 
the  first  half  mile  post  east  of  the 
Napanee  station,  and  in  the  fence 
they  carved  the  inltiajs  G.T.R.,  so  he 
could  find  it  when  the  right  time 
came.

Roach,  w  ho  was  not  there,  got  9X«~

DIGGING  IT  UP. 

Holden  and  Pare  got  back  to  Nap- 
aneo  in  April,  1898,  and  having  got 
Robert  Mackie  they  went  out  to 
where  Ponton’s  swag  was  buried,  and 
resurrected  it.  They  gave  Ponton  all 
his  money,  with  the  exception  of  the 
unsigned  notes,  which  Ponton  said  he 
would  have  nothing  to  do  wdth.

The  key  was 
found  in  Fare's  cell  and  it  fitted  exact¬ 
ly  with  the  impression  previously 
found  in  Ponton's  room  This  key.  ac¬ 
cording  to  Pare,  was  dropped  down 
the  crack  in  his  cell  when  he  was 
plaoed  in  jail  a  week  before  the  burg¬ 
lary,  because  he  and  Holden  were  dis¬ 
covered  with  cartridges  of  coppers  on 
their  [jerson.  This  key,  made  from  an 
impression,  was  dropped  by  Pare  in 
bis  cell  a  month  before  Detectives 
Wilkes  and  Dougherty  ai^ared  on  the 
scene. 

THE  KOB13ERS  WERE  POSTED. 

What  evidence  is  there  apart  from 
that  of  the  burglars  themselves  to  in¬ 
dicate  that  there  must  have  been  help 
from  within?  A  hole  was  found  bored 
in  tbe  side  of  the  safe.  That  bole  in¬ 
dicated  that  the  people  who  bored  it 
had  no  knowledge  of  combinations,  or 
else  thef  would  have  used  it.  Sul>' 
sequeutly  those  who  bored  the  hole 
in  the  safe  got  through  the  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  vault,  a  combination  which 
the  prisoner  bad.  They  got  through 
the  premises  of  the  bank  and  nego¬ 
tiated  a  Yale  lock  in  the  outer  door 
in  getting  in.  The  location  of  the 
bole,  directly  over  the  bolt,  showed 
manifestly  that  somebody  had  told  the 
operator  where  to  bore. 

THEORIES  ON  THE  LOCKS. 

Coming  to  the  combination  locks, 
one  rn  the  vault,  one  on  the  safe  and 
a  Yale  lock  on  Mr.  Baino’s  private 
compartment,  Mr.  Osier  ihe<>ri2ed  at 
at  some  length.

The  clerk  read  the 
charge,  and  asked  tbe  usual  question. 
Holden  promptly  ple.Mded  guilty,  but 
Pare  gav«  a  new  turn  to  affairs. 

"What  do  you  say,  George  Edward 
Pare?”  asked  tbe  clerk,  ‘'Guilty,  or  not 
guJty?”  . 

'That  depends,'*  said  Pare,  coolly, 
"pretty  nuich  on  whether  or  not  tbe 
Crown  takes  into  consideration  the 
terms  on  which  I  have  been  a  Crown 
witness.  If  I  don't  get  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  tbe  court,  1  plead  not  guilty.** 

“Are  you  ready  for  your  trial?** 

*‘Not  to-day,  ^t  Monday^  if  the 
Crown  will  allow  me  a  lawyer.  I  have 
no  money  and  no  friends.” 

This  was  an  awkward  dilemma,  and 
Detective  Greer,  after  consulting  tbe 
prisoner,  held  a  consultation  with  Mr.

Why  did  he  borrow 
mc-ney  and  buy  a  bicycle  on  the  in¬ 
stalment  plan,  and  keep  the  knc'w- 
ledge  cf  bis  nest  egg  even  from  his 
mother,  if  bo  had  this  money  on 
band?  The  inference  was  rather  the 
other  uay.  that  be  paid  bis  bills  in 
September  and  squared  his  account  by 
means  of  stolen  money.

ARRESTED  BY  A  DETECTIVE.

Bpector  Abbott,  of  Scotland  Yard,  baa 
been'  in  Canada  during  the  post  few; 
months,  and  left  Montreal  on  Saturday 
morning  on  the  Drummond  liner  Cam- 
broman  for  London,  Eng.,  in  charge 
of  William  Crib,  24  years  of  age,  who 
is  wanted  in  the  Old  Country  on  a 
charge  of  stealing  £10,000.  Crib  was 
employed  in  a  large  brokerage  office 
in  London,  and  some  time  early  in  May 
left  his  employer  under  pretence  of 
illuess.  He  showed  a  doctor’s  certi¬ 
ficate  ordering  him  to  take  a  sea  voy« 
age,  and  resigned  his  iK>8ition  in  con¬ 
sequence.  Crib  belonged  to  a  most 
respectable  family  in  London,  and  no 
suspicions  were  raised  until,  a  few 
weeks  after  his  departure,  the  large 
vault  was  emptied,  and  it  was  discov* 
ered  that  stock  coupous  and  bonds 
amounting  to  about  £10,000  were  miss¬ 
ing  Search  was  made  for  Crib,  and 
it  was  learned  that  he  was  in  Canada.

KITCHEN  HELPS. 

A  woman  should  have  all  the  appli¬ 
ances  that  will  really  lighten  the  labor 
in  her  kitchen.  Many  of  these  things 
are  inexpensive,  and  any  one  who  has 
a  little  ingenuity  can  arrange  them. 

Perhaps  you  cannot  afford  one  of  the 
very  convenient  kitchen  cabinets  that 
are  so  widely  advertised*  but  a  set  of 
bracket  shelves,  securely  fastened  to 
the  wall  above  the  flour  chest  is  a 
boon  to  the  housewife  who  must  go 
back  and  forth  from  the  pantry  to  the 
kitchen  with  every  cupful  of  flour  or 
teaspoonful  of  salt  or  soda  she  uses. 

These  shelves  may  be  used  for  the 
baking  ix>wder,  salt,  mixing  spoons, 
cake  (xiDs,  pie  tins  and  other  things 
used  on  baking  day.  A  cretonne  cur¬ 
ia  in  hung  on  a  brass  rod  in  front  of 
the  shelves  will  keep  the  dust  out. 

Utensils  of  granite  or  porcelain  are 
Ughier  to  handle  than  those  made  of 
iron,  and  if  well  cared  for  will  last  for 
years. 

^  A  double  boiler  is  excellent  for  cook¬ 
ing  rice,  oatmeal  or  other  cereals,  with¬ 
out  danger  of  scorching,  but  if  you 
cannot  get  it,  a  tin  bucket  with  a 
<l<>8oly  Titling  lid  sot  in  a  kettle  of 
boiling  water  will  answer  the  purpose 
nicely;  tin  tomato  cans,  or  large  bak¬ 
ing  iK>wder  cans  are  nice  for  steaming 
brown  broad  in  ;  a  meat  chopper,  rais¬ 
in  se+'der,  can  oi>ener  and  kettle  clean¬ 
er  occupy  important  places  among  the 
kitchen  utensils. 

liousHkeepers  are  often  annoyed  by 
the  Soiled  spots  that  are  sometimes 
found  upon  clothes  that  have  been 
Ciiefully  washed.

lasses,  one  of  milk,  and  one  teaspoonful 
each  of  soda  and  salt.  Stir  well  to¬ 
gether  and  steam  three  hours. 

Im{>eriai  Cake.  One  pound  of  flour, 
half  a  (>ound  of  butter,  three-quarters 
of  sugar,  four  eggs,  half  a  pound  of 
currants,  half  a  teaspoonful  of  soda, 
dissolved  in  hot  water,  grated  rind  of 
a  lemon  and  juice  and  teaspoonful  of 
cinnamon.  Beat  all  together,  and  drop 
from  a  spoon  upon  well  buttered  paper 
lining  a  baking  pan.  Bake  quickly  in 
a  well-heated  oven. 

Snow  Balls. — Take  one  cupful  of  flour 
one  of  sugar,  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
sweet  milk,  one  teaspoonful  of  baking 
powder,  and  three  eggs;  flavor  with 
lemon.  Put  a  I  abtespoonful  of  the 
mixture  into  eups,  and  steam  twenty 
minutes.

Dreams  are  as  yet  a  mystery.  No 
man  knows  by  w’hat  process  of  the 
brain  they  are  produced,  writes  Prof. 
James  H.  Hyalop. 

The  brain  and  the  forces  it  exerts 
are  yet  to  be  understood.  A  few  years 
ago  men  of  science  supposed  that  they 
had  discovered  from  which  portions  of 
the  brain  certain  influences  were  exert-' 
ed.  But  recent  discoveries  have  almost 
wiped  out  those  theories.  : 

Investigators  had  pointed  out  a  cer¬ 
tain  spot  upon  the  temple,  for  instance, 
and  declared  that  beneath  it  was  that 
portion  of  the  brain,  which,  if  render¬ 
ed  useless,  would  interrupt  memory. 
Yet  men  have  been  found,  whose  mem¬ 
ory  has  gone,  but  in  whom'  tbalt  part 
of  the  brain  was  perfect. 

They  located  the  cortical  centre  for 
vision  at  a  certain  point  in  Ihe  back 
of  the  head,  yet  when  the  brains  of 
kome  learned  men  were  dissected  that 
part  was  found  to  be  paralyzed  and 
useless.  The  infereuce  is  that  the  same 
functions  may  be  performed  by  var¬ 
ious  parts  of  the  brain.  On  the  whole 
it  muy  be  said  that  the  brain  also  ia 
a  mystery. 

Of  course  theories  are  put  forth  re¬ 
garding  the  cause  and  origin  of  dreams; 
many  thinkers  say  that  the  mind  is 
alw'uys  active,  in  sleep  as  well  as  in 
our  waking  hours;  that  there  is  a  sub¬ 
conscious  conaiiiou,  full  of  mental  ac- 
tiviiy,  and  that  it  is  only  when  those 
thoughts  rise  to  higher  altitudes  that 
they  reach  pur  superconsciuusness  and 
are  recognized  as  dreams.  1  cannot 
tell  what  subconsciousness  is.  The 
w'ord  I  .should  say  is  simply  a  name 
for  a  vast  concealed  something,  of 
which  we  know  absolutely  nothing. 

VAGARIES  OE  THE  MIND. 

It  is  fair  to  assume  that  ordinary 
dreams  are  vagaries  of  the  mind,  when 
it  IS  ijot  pinned  down  to  uclualilies  by 
the  bights,  fiouuds  ami  dulie.s  ofeveiy* 
day  life  and  is  at  iho  same,  time  stim¬ 
ulated  by  recollections  or  by  the  sounds 
or  sensations  of  the  moment.  But  even 
when  awake,  iX  one  separates  himself 
from  his  surroundings,  dreams  may  be 
produced — day-dreams.

The  man’s  skull  was  abnormal¬ 
ly  thick  When  he  recovered  he  was 
I>erfectly  sane,  and  his  first  words 
were  to  enquire  about  apiece  of  work 
on  which  he  was  engaged  three  years 
ago.  His  recovery  is  now  complete, 
even  to  a  voluntary  burning  of  the 
spiritualistic  books.  Experts  on  the 
coast  think  the  results  of  the  case 
ar'»  particularly  remarkable-  Theoper- 
atioD  was  never  attempted  outside  of 
New  York,  and  seems  to  be  th©  first 
successful  one  on  record  where  phren¬ 
ology  was  brought  into  use. 


ANTIQUE  PIANOS. 

piiniple  ln>truuioTitii  r»c<i  By  Ihe  Cirraf 
4  oiupu^Hr*. 

There  is  a  very  interesting  collec¬ 
tion  of  old  pianos  in  the  iioman  mus¬ 
eum  at  Hildesheim,  Germany.  Dating 
all  th3  way  from  the  end  of  the  sev¬ 
enteenth  century,  the  collection  ex¬ 
habits  in  a  very  inalructive  way  the 
primitive  otigin  uf  idano  manufacture, 
and  gives  one  an  idea  of  the  simi  le 
iu.siruraenis  used  by  our  greatest 
music  composers.  The  oldest  instru¬ 
ment  on  exbibiiioD  is  a  small  clavi¬ 
chord  of  the  seventeenth  century,  x-os- 
sessing  dl  tones  with  two-choral 
bound  strings.  Another  of  equal 
antiquarian  v.iiue  has  four  full  octaves 
—a  onc-chord  Italian  spinel,  built  at 
an  angle,  and  iiossessing  .a  rich  and 
beautiful  tone  for  singing  accoinpani- 
ni‘’nt  The  strings  are  rifted  with 
[ointed  crow  quills.  Doth  insliu- 
menfs  date  from  the  time  of  Handel, 
Pach  and  Gluck  One  inslrugSent  was 
made  in  the  first,  half  of  the  eigh¬ 
teenth  century,  and  is  a  bound  clavi¬ 
chord  of  four  and  one  half  octaves,  58 
tones  and  40  strings.  There  is  also 
an  instrument  from  the  second  half 
of  the  last  century  which  possesses 
five  and  one  fourth  octaves.  The  last 
two  are  supplied  with  strings  tiiiped 
with  brass,  and  their  immediate  fol¬ 
lowers  were  the  hammer  pianos  of 
1700,  used  at  the  time  Haydn,  Mozart 
and  Beethoven,  an  !  even  by  Mendels¬ 
sohn,  Banholdy,  Chofin  and  Franz 
Liszt  during  their^yojih.

”I  believe  the  time'  Is  coming  ,wbea 
the  average  age  of  human  beings'^  in 
civilized  communities  will  be  100  years, 
and  possibly  120  years,”  said  an  emin- 
lent  hygiene  specialist.  “There  is  no 
reason  why  human  life  should  not  be 
prolonged  to  that  extent.  Vital  statis¬ 
tics  of  the  present  d^y  shoY^  that  per¬ 
sons  live  to  a  greater  age  now  than 
15  or  20  years  ago.  Of  course  I  do 
not  refer  to  individual  cases,  but  totbe 
general  run  of  mankind  in  countries 
where  civilization  and  advancement  in 
science  has  had  an  opportunity  to  make 
their  effects  felt. 

Highly  improved  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions,  education  and  the  advances 
which  have  been  made  in  surgery  and 
in  medicine  are  chiefly  responsible  for 
this.  The  tendency  of  the  medical 
age  is  tow'ard  prophylactics  —  that  is, 
the  ability  to  prevent  diseases.  The 
researches  that  have  been  made  in 
chemistry  with  the  microscope  make  it 
possible  to  tell  many  w’eeks  in  advance 
the  character  of  certain  diseases  that 
are  developing  in  the  human  body,  the 
conditions  of  the  blood  revealing  this, 
and  affording  physicians  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  kill  the  germs  before,  the  health 
of  the  patient  runs  down  and  the 
disease  develops.  When  Ihe  germs 
are  killed  or  removed  the  patient  gees 
on  living  with  renewed  healih  until 
some  death-dealing  agency  ends  his 
life. 

“In  many  autopsies  which  I  have 
made  on  the  bodiivs  of  big.  healthy  men 
I  have  found  in  the  lungs  indications 
tbit  consumption  hid  existed  at  iome 
lime  in  their  lives,  but  nature  took  a 
hind  in  their  treatment  and  effected  a 
cure  by  depositing  lime  pr  chalk  In 
the  diseased  spot.  That  put  an  end 
to  consumption  in  the  men’s  bodies. 
The  building  up  of  a  diseased  lung 
with  cbilk  is  nature's  way  of  bringing 
about  u  cure.  If  man  knew  us  much 
as  iiiture  does  we  could  prcloug  life 
wiiiiouL  difficulty.

■improved  sanitary  laws,  useplic 
methods  and  the  general  knowledge 
gained  in  surgery  and  in  medicine 
hive  saved  the  lives  of  thousands  of 
persons  within  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century.  The  forward  movement  to 
the  direction  of  additional  knowledge 
of  how  to  combat  diseases  and  ills  to 
which  man  is  subjecieA  to  is  bound 
to  not  only  keep  down  the  average 
death  rate,  but  will  tend  to  insure  peo¬ 
ple  who  oliserve  the  ordinary  laws  of 
heil'b  many  additional  years  of  life, 
which  should  in  the  majority  o£  cases 
extend  to  lOO  years,  or  even  more.

MaeWhirreM  Dead. 

The  body  of  convict  MacW’hirrell,  who 
died  in  the  Kingston  penitentiary  on  Friday 
last,  was  on  Monday  morning  last  shipped 
to  Hamilton  by  by  James  Ueid,  under¬ 
taker.  Gertrude  Truman  was  nolihod  of 
MacWbirrell's  death,  and  slie  wired  to  have 
the  remains  sent  on.  it  will  be  remein- 
bered  that  last  winter  a  Hamilton  woman 
created  a  sensation  by  petitioning  for  Mac 
W  hirrell’s  pardon,  and  claimed  that  she  was 
his  wife  and  that  he  was  the  son  of  an 
LngUsh  lord.  MacWbirrell  always  pro¬ 
tested  his  innocence  of  tbe  murder  of  the 
Williams  couple.  There  was  no  witness  to 
the  deed,  he  was  convicted  on  circumstan¬ 
tial  evidence,  and  if  he  was  guilty  his 
secret  died  with  him.  He  was  an 
exemplary  prisoner  and  from  the  hour  of 
his  iocarceratioD  behaved  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  tbe  inititution.  Four 
weeks  ago  be  went  in  the  prison  hospital  to 
have  an  abscess  removed  from  his  band 
and  a  few  days  later  took  a  fever  which 
resulted  sn  bis  death.  He  was  one  of  the 
prison  trustys  and  of  a  very  cheerful  dis¬ 
position.
